» Columbus, 0., March 25.—Tbe House 
iu effect has killed- the Johnston ca- 
r.al bills, providing for the leasing oL 
the berm banks of Miami . and Eric 
canals to the "electric mule'1 company 
for thirty years.

en the lloor, as had been expected, the 
bills were disposed of with summary 
expediency. When the first bill was 
lead, Scbuler, of Dayton, moved in- 
stantly to table it. Johnston objected 
lo this action, and moved a recommit- 
ment to the committee on public 
works. 


Schuler thereupon, moved to table 


the motion of recommitment, and up- 
on vote, his motion carried 63 to lt>. 
This carried to the table the bill as 
Vrell. The enabling act was similarly 
disposed of and motions to reconsider 
were voted down.

The lunacy ca&c o£ Herbert J. Nash, 


\\ho shot and killed Albert Kattlo at 
Appleton Monday, was called for bpar- 
ing in the probato court Friday morn- 
ing at 0 o'clock but was adjourned on 
reouest of attorneys in the case until 
Friday afternoon at 1 o'clock. Be- 
cause of the nature of the case the 
Kobate court room and the probate 
judge's office were both filled at an 
early hour by interested spectators 
and witnesses, 
among whom were 


several relatives of Nash as well of 
Albert Kattle. whose

brought by the fiendish attack of the 
.'tllcrid maniac. 


Nash was brought into court by 


Jailor Jamison,, walking unsteadily 
and seemingly nfecded the support of 
the jailer. Ife was placed in a chair 
in the front of the courtroom, facing 
the spectators, and from this vantag 
point ever and anon cast his restlps 
and furtive gaze upon the audienc

Nash was unable 
to tell how long ho had been in jail, 
nut thought about 80 days. The sup- 
posed maniac reltfratod the statement 
that the people of Appleton were "try 
ing to do him up" and run him out of 
town. He did not know where he got 
the revolver or how long he had had it 


The prisoner said, when 
informed" 


that Kattle was dead: "1 am glad of it. 
I want to die. I want to be killed. I 
want to be shot. 
I would rather be 


dead than be done up." 


Nash would not talk before Dr. Lati- 


iiier. 


The physician admitted that a part 


of the statements made by Nash were 
rational, but taking the conversation 
as, a whole, he considered the man as 
innsane. 


Under the 
cross-examination Dr. 


Smith stated that a man pietending in- 
sanity would attempt to talk irration- 
ally; that he would probably concoct 
Home absurd story. He had not been 
able to discover any such pretensions 
on ttie part of Uie prisoner. He did not 
believe that Nash was suifering from 
the effects of morphine when he was 
examined. 


In reply to Attorney Phil B. Smythe, 


the doctor said that there is no sure 
test for insanity under all conditions. 
Grip is one of the great causes of in- 
sanity, the doctor said. At this point 
Nash suddenly exclaimed: 
"I didn't 


dell you uothin' about the grip." 


Mrs. Lenora Nash, wife of the mur- 


derer, was called to the witness stand. 
At this point Nash put his feet on the 
table used by the attorneys: for the 
state anil nearly overturned it. When 
ordered to be quiet by Jailer Jamison 
he flew into a rage, but was soon quiet- 
ed. 


Mrs. Nash stated that her husband 


had been sick all winter and had not 
been able to work a day during this 
time. 
He was under a physician's 


care most of the time-. There is a small 
mortgage on their home and he suffer- 
ed with the hallucination 
that his 


neighbors were trying to take his home 
from him. She took two 
boarders 


about two weeks ago, but a few-days 
ago she had to let them' go, as Nash 
thought they were detectives aud con- 
stantly brooded over their being m the 
house. He would not talk above a 
whisper at nights, so great was h'"s fear 
of supposed dangers.

Nash choked his father, exclaiming;

He thought 
the house had been shot full of holes 
and exclaimed that he himself had 
been shot 


The witness was cross-examined by 


Judge Jones and reiterated the state- 
ments che had made under direct ex- 
amination. She stated that it was not 
until three weeks ago that Nash began 
:o imagine their neighbors were ab- 
:empting to get possession of their 
home He tihought the mortgage bad 
.•een raised, S700. by his friends whom 
he thought to be his enemies.
